Towns and villages along the mgin 
throughout Alberta will 
‘have an opportunity to put the por- 
tions of roads within their bounds in 
good traffic condition if they wi!l un 
dertake to pay half the cost. ~ 

The provineial government hay de- 
cided cn a fifty-fifty propositen that 
conterm lates connecting up with al) 
thé new uncompleted gaps in the main 
highway system lying inside urban 
limits, 

A total mileage of about 150 miler 
will be involved if all the towns and 
villages accept the government's of- 
fer, and the agregate cost will prob- 
ably run to $600,00 or more. The 
government will provide engineering 
supervision, 

As things are now, travelers by mo- 
tor are finding well graded and gra- 
velled roads between towns, buy they 
come to the town limits with a bump 
and in many cases the worst piece 
pt wolng they encounter are within 
urban bounds, where something bet- 
ter is naturally expected. 

Some of the towns themselves have | 
complained of the situation and a few } 
have taken action in the way of doing 
their own improvement work.
